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REPORT OF THE COLUMBIA INSTITUTION FOR THE DEAF. 


Columbia Institution foii the Deaf, 

Kendall Gheen, 

Washington, D. C., Septernhir 1, 1920. 

Sir: During the fisciil year July 1, 1919, through Juno 30, 1920, 
there wore under instruction in the advanced department of the 
institution, known as Gallaudct College, 70 men and 56 vvomcn, a 
total of 126, representing the District of Columbia, Canada, and 33 
States. This is an increase of 20 compareil with the preceding year. 

In the primary department, known as the Kendall School, there 
were under instruction 28 hoys and 30 girls, a total of 58. This is an 
increase of 7 compared with the preceding year. Of the total in this 
department, 45 were admitted as heneliciaries of the District of 
Columbia. 

There were admitted to the institution 30 females and 36 males; 
discharged 25 males and 32 females. 

A list of names of students and pupils who have been under instruc¬ 
tion since July 1, 1919, and a list of those admitted for the school 
year 1920-21 will be found appended to this report. 

HEALTH. 

During the fall and early part of the winter of 1919 there were a few 
mild cases of grippe among our students, but none resulted seriously, 
'riiere were three cases of appendicitis requiring operation. A 
double operation for the removal of stones from kidneys was also 
successfully carried out for one of the students of the advanced 
department. There were two operations for tonsillectomy. Wo 
were very fortunate in all of these serious operations to have the out¬ 
come entirely successful. 

One case of diphtheria brought in from outside our institution 
occurred in the Kendall School. Cultures taken from all the students 
of the institution showed four carriers, none of whom was really ill 
and none of whom, as far as could be found, conveyed the disease to 
other students or pupils. 

'IVo fractures of the forearm, caused by falls, were reduced. 

Dental work at cost was carried out throiighout the year in our 
own dental room with marked improvement in the general condition 
of the teeth of our students and pupils. 

Except for the unusual number of surgical cases, the health of the 
students on the whole was good. 

Examinations of milkers employed in our dairy were made regu¬ 
larly during the year and samjilcs of milk submitted to the health 
department a number of times for bacteriological examination. The 
dairy herd was tested and found for the third year to be free from 
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tuberculosis, and on June 15 a certificate from the Department of 
Agriculture of tnbercnlosis-frcc accredited herd was issued to our 
institution. 

An examination of the food supply and kitchens was made during 
the year hy Miss Mildred Gordon, of the District puhiic schools, at the 
request of the president of the institution. A numher of valuahlc 
suggestions were obtained in this manner. The report showed, in 
general, good service and a suflicient quantity and variety of food 
for the needs of the jmpils. 

At the close of the fiscal year under review the hoard of directors 
voted to require a physical examination from all candidates desiring 
to enter the advanced department of the institution. 

CHANGES IN THE CORPS OF OFFICERS AND TEACHERS. 

During the winter Dr. Edward Allen Eay, vice president of the 
college, (expressed a (hisirc to h(( relieved of a nund)er of his regular 
duti(!S because of advanced age. 'I’lie hoard of directors voted to 
make him vice president onu'ritus Ix'ginning Octoher 1, 1920, to 
grant him the sum of SI ,500 per year reccnitly given to the institution 
hy Mr. W. H. Childs, of New York, for tlu; hemdit of retiring professors 
or teachers in the colU'ge, and to allow him tlu' use of his residt'iice 
and additional compc'usation for a limited amount of work of instruc¬ 
tion in the higher department. 

Dr. Charles K. Ely was appointed vice iiresident, to take effect 
Octoher 1, 1920. 

At the close of the fiscal year Miss Annie hk -lameson, instructor 
in articulation for 14 years, resigned to retire fi’om the jirofession. 
Her work will he divided for the coming year among tlie present 
instructors, the special duty of tcaiching the normal students the art 
of speech teaching being assigned to Miss Graca' Coleman. 

Mr. Ilohey Burns, supervisor of hoys in th(( Kendall School, 
resigned to enter husiucss. His place has been fdled hy the appoint¬ 
ment of John G. Young. 

In accordance with a vote of the hoard of directors, the president 
of the insititution was authorized to employ an instrindor in domestic 
science for the young women of the advanced department, kliss 
Cornelia H. Kauch, a graduate of Hood College, has been appointed 
to take charge of the domestic science work and to relieve Miss Nelson 
of the work in physical training. 

COURSE OF INSTRUCTION. 

The course of instruction was add((d to at the hc'ginning of the 
school year just closed by the introduction of special instruction for 
one term in the use of the library. This course was given for the 
benefit of the entewing class in the advanced d(>partment. 

Fifteen young women of this d(apartment were also givcm the benefit 
of special instruction in typewriting in order to make it more easily 
possible for them to obtain clerical positions. 

Arrangemtaits have been made for the coming s(;hool year for 
special instruction in domestic science for the young women of 
Gallaudet Colleg(!. 

In the Kendall ScFool the course of instruction has remained sub¬ 
stantially as reported heretofore.

PHYSICAL NEEDS. 

Since the erection of the now women’s dormitory, completed at 
about the time of the entrance of the United States in the war, it has 
been our endeavor to carry on the institution as economically as 
possible and still give the instruction required by our students and 
pupils. The time has come, however, when the question of now 
buildings, rejtairs, and improvements should be looked at from the 
larger standpoint of both present needs and future growth, aiitl plans 
made to meet these requirements. 

10430—20-2 
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Ill tlio near future the following ucav buildings should be provided 
for the institution: 

1. An adiniuistratiou building to accommodate the present oflices 
of the president, faculty, and disbursing agent, togetluT with store¬ 
rooms, library, auditorium, and alumni rooms. All of these oflices 
and rooms are now located in the college men’s dormitory, some of 
them in unsuitable quarters. Such an administration building of the 
type of the now college, women’s dormitory, fireproof and modern 
in all respects, might well be erected to the memory of the founder 
of the college. Dr. Edward IMiiier Gallaudet, who was for more than 
half a century its ])resident. 

The alumni of the college departmcuit have already suggestc'd such 
a building and though very limit(‘d in their means have ])ledged some 
S 10,000 toward its erection. The cost of this structure would be 
about .$100,000. Its erection woidd set free quarters for the accom¬ 
modation of 20 or 00 more young mini of the college and put off for 
years the necessity of an additional dormitory building for theun. 

The second building needed is a dormitory for the Kcmdall School. 
The girls of this department are now housed in one of tlu^ old resi¬ 
dences formerly occupied by the princij)al of the Kendall School. 
They might well be taken care of in tlu' dormitory now used for the 
Kendall School boys, which is locati'd closer to the new dormitory for 
college women. Changes and repairs in the building would be nec¬ 
essary, but its convenient location in the lu'ighborhood of the school 
building would make it de sirable for the' young(>r girls. 

A new building for the Kemdall School boys, fireproof and largo 
enough to accommodate! 40 chilelren with a numbe-r e)f teachers and 
otlicers, sheudd bo built ueear the sedieieel buileling and within easy 
roach of the pre'sent heating anel lighting main. Greiuuel fen such a 
buileling is available. 

It shenilel contain a elining reeoin large eueeugh to acceemmoelate all 
the Keuelall School chilelren anel a sheep fe>r the: small beeys, tee be uscel 
iusteael e)f the present basement she)]) in the) Kenelall Sclieeol buileling, 
which is alme)St entirely unele-rgrounel. Suedi a ele)rmite)ry wouhl cost 
about .$100,000. 

0. Aelelitie)!! te) the laborateery buileling. Te) pre)vi!le more class¬ 
rooms for the collegiate ele[)artmeMit anel S])ae'e feer the heeusing of 
valuable botauie'.al anel mine'raleigical e’ollections, an aelelition te) the 
present hibe)ratory buileling is iieeeleel, ceentaining fe)ur e)r live large 
rooms with separate entrance. The e!e)st e)f this buileling we)uld 
probably ame)unt te) $3.'),000. 

4. Aeielitiein te) pe)we!r he)use. '□«) presseiut pe)we‘.r house was 
plauneel to proviele heat anel light for the e)hl gre)U]) of main build¬ 
ings anel is alreaely ta.xeel we)ll te>warel its capticity. Its steerages spaeae 
fe)r ce)al is liniiteel anel not easy e)f appreeach by moelern trucks. Te) 
proviele* fe)r heat anel light fe)r aelelitional builelings anel steerage reeeem for 
largesr quantities e)f coal to be* ele'.livered elireetly freem truedvs, chiuiges 
in the present power j)lant as to l)e)iler capacity anel bins shoulel bo 
inaelo. This wouhl ce)st in the neighborheeetel of $30,000. 

Abse)lutoly necessary reepairs to old builelings have bee*n maele an¬ 
nually, but as many of these structures are from 40 te) ,50 years olel, 
extensive impre)vements anel changes are elesirable in the ne*ar 
future. 
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The Kendall Scliool boys’ dormitory should be repaired and re¬ 
modeled for use as a dormitory for Kendall School girls as noted above. 
Changes in plumbing, improvement in furnishing, and general repaiis 
would cost about .|10,000. 

College Hall, the dormitory for young men of the college, is in need 
of thorough repairing of interior woodwork and much })ainting and 
varnishing. Quarters for the printing olhee should be eidarged and, 
on the erection of a iiow administration building, additional furniture 
and e(pii])ment with necessary changes for dormitory use should bo 
made, ’rweiity tliousand dollars would cover the expense for im¬ 
provements, equipment, .and alterations. 

Houses 2, .1, 7, 8, .and the farmhouse should be wired for electricity 
so that the occupants rii.ay have this mod(irn convenience in the near 
future. The sum of .‘$3,000 should provide for siudi changes. 

The outside woodwork of hous(>s 1, 2, 3, and 4, which date bac k 
40 or more years, is much in ncied of thorough repairing. This will 
include bluids, porches, cornices, and window sills. Probably 
•512,000 wouldcover these repairs. 

In the same houses the sum of .53,000 should be expended for now 
cement floors in the basements. 

’Phe farmhouse is one of the oldcist buildings now used by our insti¬ 
tution. It w.as originally ercictod by Amos Kendall considerably over 
half a century ago. It should be remodeled iunl provided with addi¬ 
tional rooms for farm help .and with all modern conveniences. The 
expense of this work would be at le.ast 55,000. 

Besides new buildings and repairs to ohl buildings, there is much to 
be done in connection with the improvement of the grounds of the 
institution. On West Virginia Avenue tlicwe is need for something 
over half a mile of fencing. At the ])resent time a good post and wire 
fence would bc'. all that is necccssary. This with cieccssary clearing 
and draining along this boundary sliouhl not cost more than 52,000. 

The roadways within thec institution grounds consist pai'tly of gravel, 
p.artly of cauicrete, and partly of .asphalt. There is over half a mile of 
as])halt roadway varying from 12 to 14 feet in width and not pro¬ 
vided with curbing or gutters. All of this should bo resurfaccul and 
improved by vitrified brick gutter .and stone or concrete curbing. 
This improvement would probably cost 520,000. 

The two roadways which lead from the frojit part of the grounds to 
the farm shoidd be resurf.accsd and at hcast one of them c.arofully 
graded and macaidami/.ed. This could ])robably be done for 52,000. 

Cement walks iii the neighborhood of Colhige Hall and houses 2, 3, 
4, 5, (), 7, and 8, to the total approximate length of GOO feet, should 
bo built. This should not cost more than 51,000. 

The lawns and driveways of the front part of the institution 
grounds were laid out many years ago by Mr. In L. Olmstead, the noted 
landscape architect. These plans were followed to a largo oxttuit, 
but tlu! erection of new buildings, the planting of chass trees and new 
slirubbe.ry, together with tlu', enlargement of the area used for building 
purposes, make it desirable to liavc in the near future a resurvey of 
the portion of the grounds fronting on Florida Avenue and extending 
as far east as Eiglith Street, with a view of makiiig changes in the 
arrangement of shrubbery, taking care of the planting of new trees, 
extension of walks, drivew.ays, etc. Such plans could bo carried out 
for a modest sum. 
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Tho total of all those sums is $343,000, but when it is coiisiderod 
that tho present plant could not bo duplicated for loss than a million 
dollars and that buildings and changes motitioncd would provide for 
tho pliysical needs of our institution for many years to come, it would 
seem reasonable to start a jrrogram of building and repairing which 
would provide in tho course of tho next few years for all of these 
improvements. 

ESTIMATES FOR THE FISCAL YEAR ENDING JUNE 30, 1922. 

Tho following estimates for tho fiscal year to end Juno 30, 1922, 
have already been submitted: 

For tho support of tho institution, including salaries and incidental 
expenses, for books and illustrative apparatus, and for general 
repairs and improvements, $125,250. 

For repairs to tho buihlings of the institution, including plumbing 
and stoamfitting, and for repairs to pavements within tho grounds, 

$10,000. -r> 1 

For tho purchase of G.2 acres of land between Mount Olivet Road, 
West Virginia Avenue, and tho northeast boundary of the grounds of 
tho institution, at present belonging to Richard E. Pairo, $12,000. 

P\)r the purchase of an automobile truck, $2,500. 

For clearing and draining land along boundary of institution 
grounds adjacent to West Virginia Avenue and for tho erection of a 
boundary fence, $2,000. 

IMr a tile drainage system on the farm grounds of tho institution, 
$2,500. 

PMr tho installation of refrigerating plant, $7,000. 

It will bo noted that an increase of $15,000 has boon asked for 
current expenses. Practically this whole additional amount is, 
absolutely necessary in order to place tho salaries of the employees 
of the institution on the proper basis. 

Under the ruling of th(! Comptroller of the Treasury, our employees 
are not entitled to the bonuses which have been gr,anted to Federal 
employees. 

It has been possible, through small increases made in appropriations 
recently and through tho most rigid economy in management, to 
increase somewhat the salaries paid to tho institution force. At tho 
same time, however, prices of all materials and supplies, such as coal, 
food, lumber, etc., bought by tho institution have increased. Last 
year the number of pupils and students was increased by 17 per cent, 
so that it has not been possible to make tho increases in salaries that 
are reasonable and just in consideration of the increased cost of living. 

Teachers in the public schools of tho District have lately re¬ 
ceived substantial raises, and it is being recognized that all persons 
ongagc'd in education throughout the country are deserving of much 
higher compensation than they have received in recent years. 

Our own work is a special one requiring particular skill. It is 
difficult to obtain officers and employees for our institution at any 
time, and unless marked increases are made in wages and salaries paid, 
either the usefulness of the institution must be greatly impaired or 
employees must make sacrifices as to living standards, which they 
should not bo called upon to do. 
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Ton' years ago the amount appropriated for current expenses was 
S77,00d. During that period maiutonanco costs generally have 
doubled and the increase in the number of pupils and students has 
been 40 per cent. The increase in appropriations asked for current 
expenses, therefore, is just, reasonable, and necessary. 

In a plant consisting of 24 buildings, with grounds extending oyer 
100 acr(!s, with lawn, extensive drivoways, walks, the value of build¬ 
ings alone amounting to at least $000,000, the. amount granted for 
ro})airs should be a minimum of $10,000. This sum can hardly do 
the work of the $5,000 granted 10 years ago, when our buildings were 
then 10 years further away from the end of their periods of usefulness. 

Twelve thousand dollars is asked for the purchase of 6.2 acres of 
land adjoining our instiuition grounds on the northeast. This tract 
is likely to be subtlivided and built upon at an early date. Its ac¬ 
quisition by our institution would carry our boundaries to iMount 
Olivet Road and West Virginia Avenue, making it impossible for 
undesirable or unsightly buildings to be placed next to our own 
institution. This laud could also be made of great value to our 
present farm grounds, which are hardly ade([uate to maintain our 
dairy herd. 

The sum of $2,500 is asked for the piux^hase of a small automobile 
truck, which is badly needed for the hauling of refuse, ashes, and 
other material from our plant, and lor the purpose of delivering 
supplies from the city and country to our snop, storeroom, and 
power house. 

For a number of years there has beem no fence on the eastern 
boundary of the institution, now W(>st Vii’ginia Avenue. Thero 
has always been considerable wot lami along this boundary partly 
grown up with brush. This land could be cleared and drained and 
a simple post and wire fence of good ((uality could be provided for 
$ 2 , 000 . 

Our farm land has been carefully worked liy our farm manager 
for a nurnlier of years past and the soil greatly improved by the 
]u’oper rotation of crops and by the use of fcu-tilizc'r produced by the 
dairy herd. It has also been made more productive by the plowing 
in of crops which have increased the humus and by the use of clover, 
cowpeas, and other nitrogen gatherers. 

It has been impossible, howoAU^r, under present conditions to 
prevent the washing of the soil or to make use of a number of low- 
lying spaces. A tile drainage system is greatly needed to take care 
(if tins condition and to make our farm land more producth'e. The 
main part of this Avork could bo done for the $2,500 asked for. 

The cost of ice has mounted steadily in the past fcAV years until it 
Avould seem an economy to install our oavu cooling and ice-manu¬ 
facturing plant. This could be done for the sum of $7,000. 

CONFERENCE OF SUPERINTENDENTS AND PRINCIPALS. 

During the early part of December, 1919, the Conference of Super¬ 
intendents and Principals of Amiu-ican .Scdiools for the Deaf met at 
the Ohio State School at Columbus. An interesting program Avas 
prepared, coA'ering four days. Special consideration Avas gh’en to 
the question of salaries of teachers. It Avas the unanimous opinion 
tliat th(>so should be increased greatly in order to attract and retain 
capable teachers. 
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A cominittpo was appointed to act witli committoos from other 
associations interested in the education of tlie deaf to o])tain a gen¬ 
eral survey of schools for the deaf in this country through the as¬ 
sistance of one of our large foundations. 

A report on standardisation of schools for the deaf was submitted 
bv a committee of the (a)nf('renco and there was considerable dis¬ 
cussion of mentality and educational tests for deaf children in ordcu' 
to determine elliciomiy of school work, d'ne results of several 
thousand tests given to deaf (diildreii were brought out by Dr. 
Pintner, of the Ohio Stale University, dhie president of the insti¬ 
tution presented a ])aper on Gallaudet College explaining its re¬ 
quirements and its relations with the schools. 

JOINT MEETING. 

A joint meeting of tlu! Convention of American Tnslructoi's of the 
Deaf, the American Association to Promote the Teaching of Speech 
to the Deaf, and the Society of lh’ogi'('ssive Oral Advocates was held 
at Mount Airy, Philadelphia, June 28 to Jtdy J, ]!)2(), inclusive, on 
the o(H;asion of the one luimlredth anniversary of the foundation of 
the Pennsylvania Institution for the Deaf and Dumb. 

Dightc'ou of the teachers and ollicers of this institution attiuided 
the meching. 

A very interesting jrrogram was carried out, including demon¬ 
strations of classroom work, {)ap(‘i’s on various phas(vs of the edm^a- 
tion of the deaf, lectures by specialists in i)sychology and child 
welfare. 

One day was set aside particularly for the ceh'hration of the one 
hundredth anniversary of tiu> foundiiig of tlu> Mount Airy School. 
The prc’sident of the institution atid Mr. F. II. lluglu^s, instructor in 
the college, were invited to taki^ part in this spc'cial j^rogram, and a 
paper was also read by Mr. J. A. Mcdlvaine, of tlu^ class of ISOM, a 
gratluate of both the Mount Airy School and the colh-ge. 

Papers on the gcaieral program were givcm on the Normal ^Vorlc 
of the College by Miss Annie F. Jameson, on Preparation in English 
by Prof. H. E. Day, and on the Sign Danguage at Gallaudet College 
by Dr. J. B. Hotchkiss of our faculty, ^ir. A. E. Roberts, principal 
oi' our Kendall School^, also took part in the formal discussion of 
a paper on the Teaching of English in .Schools for the Deaf. 

The president of the institution was reelected president of the 
Convention of American InstrmJ.ors of the Deaf, Ih'of. Day was aj)- 
pointed assistant secretary, and Mr. Irving .S. Fusfehl of the college 
was elected by the (weeutive committee of the Conference of Super¬ 
intendents and Principals to be editor of the American Annals of the 
Deaf.

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THE ACTS OF CONGRESS RELATING TO THE COLUMBIA INSTITUTION 

FOR THE DEAF. 

(Act ot February 10, 1857, 34th Cong., Silstss. (11 Stat. L., 161-102).] 

An Act To Incorporate the Coliimijia Institution (or the Insiruction of the Heat and Dumb and the lilind. 

Be it enncled hi/ the Bennie and ITotese of Representatives of the United Bteites of America 
in Congress assembled. That Byron Siiiidcrland, J. C. .McGuire, David A. Ilall, and 
Goorgo W. Rifats, of Waaliinstoii City, William Edcs and Judson Mitchell, of George¬ 
town, and Anirra Kendall and William Stiekm^y, of the county of Washington, and such 
persons as may hereafter ho associated with tliem, hy contributions for the instruction 
of tho deaf and duinh and the blind, are hereby created a body jiolitic and corporate 
under tho name of tho “Columbia Institution for the Instruction of the Deaf and Dumb

It is true that I became interested in schools like this some years ago liut I did not 
learn to talk this language, but I know enough of human nature to know that every 
one desire.s to succeed in life and I know enough also to know that every one knows 
how. It woidd be foolish for me to atleni|it to tell these young people how to succeed, 
for even those little fellows back there know all the es,sentiala and, yet, the majority 
of them will fail. 

You know, it is claimed that 9 out of 10 of the i)eople of the world are depend.ent 
upon their children to take care of them after they are (i.i nr rather 60 years of age. 
So, you see what you have to do as your children got older, and what your children 
will have to do when you got old. 

If I wore to ask these boys and girls bow to succeed they would probably tell me to 
work. There are a gr(‘at many |)eople just now who would like to succeed in some 
other way. Just at the jire.sent time work ks unpoi)uIar, I said to one of the pro¬ 
fessors here to-day: “My criticism of the educational system of this country is that 
they teach that work is honorable and very undesirable.” The whole atmosphere of 
the schoolroom is that if you get some education you will never need any left-hand to 
give bread to your mouth. 

I don’t know how ho is succeeding. Are you going along all right? 

President II.m.l. Yes, 

Mr. Shaw. 'Well, I congratulate you. You know, I don’t know whether you pcoide 
understand it or not, but there is a saying that you tan live from hand to mouth while 
you are yaiung, hut th.e ( islance will increase as you get older, and you will find it a 
long way from hand to mouth after you are 60, unless you have something saved tii). 

Of course, it is very disreputable in these days to save anything up, but if you 
should save something by it will come in very handy in after years. 

I told you a moment ago it would be necessary to work. I don’t know what you 
peoi)le know about industry, but I am not the oidy one ])resent who wars reared when 
inilustry was not only poi)ular but universal. 

And, 1 am going to say to you girls, for I am an expert. I have either touched or 
seen life at every ancle. I will not take yortr time to tell you some of the angh-s at 
which 1 have touched life with my naked hands, but as an exiiert I am going to tell 
you that the happy ireople of this world—women, as well as men—arc those who rise 
to daily tasks, those who have something to do. Now', 1 know, I have seen them. I 
know the women who are not happy, some of them, not as many as I wish I knew, but 
a woman doe.sn’t get much happiness out of life when siio rises in the morning and 
W'onders wh;it .she is going to do all day—whether it will be the automobile, the yacht, 
or a bridge party, or whether she will go down town and buy another hat. 

I know a lady who buys an average of two hats a month, costing from fifty to two 
hundred doltars a hat. but. I am going to tell all of you good jieople that there is no 
hapinness in buying two hats a month. 1 know how' a woman gets hatpriness in buying 
a hat. Site goes down and looks one over and says: “This is a little too expensive.” 
She iooks at anotlier one. I’inally, she buys one that is a little too expensive and gets 
up in the night and looks at that hat. That iij the way to get ha]ipiness out of a hat. 
Ilaiipiness comes from t.isks |)erformed and the little rew'ards that come out ot them. 

My friend told yoti that 1 was once governor ot my State. That is true, and it w'as 
duri'ng the time of the Siianish War and I appointed two surgeons to assist my surgeon 
in examining four regiments ot soldiers lor the war and I .seiected surgeons with more 
than Stale reputations. One of them I had seen going by in his carriage a hundred 
times, but 1 never saw him through the carriage door that he was not studying, and the 
other surgeon I had called upon twice at midnightand unannounced, and i found him 
in his oflic(“, working at midnight. 

Now, I want you to kec]) this in mind: that this world keeps a ono-i)rice store. Who¬ 
ever pays the price gets the goods, and I am telling you that the price that those tw'o 
men paid for a reputation in their profession reaches beyond the State in which they 
lived. 
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I told this ono time down in Pennsylvania some place and this occurred out in Des 
Moines and a man in the audience down in Pennsylvania add: “Was that Dr. Priest¬ 
ley?” I said, “Yes. ” They had heard of him. 

I will give you one more. I coidd give you a thousand just as well. 

Senator Hanna—1 don’t know how you put that in the sign language—Senator 
Hanna told mo that ho one time liad an occasion to call ui)on Phil Armour. He 
didn’t toll mo what it was about, but it was in 18t)(!. A few of these girls over here 
and one or two of the boys know what I mean. 

He said he called at 1 o’clock by appointment.' Ho found the groat packer in the 
barber’s chair, eating his lunch and dictating to a stenographer. It was the only 
leisure time ho had. Now, you boys and girls don’t need to work like that if }'ou 
don’t want to. I am only telling you the price that Phil Armour paid for writing 
his name under every sky and in every language. 

There are no bargain counters for those goods. Whoever pays the price gets the 
goods. 

Now, my wife—my wife and I are on .speaking terms and she is the best woman 
in the world and always gives good advice. She askesi me last night if 1 was pre¬ 
paring a speech. 1 told her no, I didn’t have any more idea what 1 would say than 
she had. So when 1 left to-day she said, “Don’t talk very long.” 

And 1 am not going to stop yet. I don’t know when I will get another chance to 
talk to as nice a bunch of boys and girls as you are and the only hope in the world 
in the wav of talking is talking to youn.g people. V'ou waste your time to'talk to 
these lindjcating persons on platform]. Itut there is some hope in a bunch of young 
people like this. So I am going to tell you this story. I don’t know whether it is 
true or not. It is not original. 1 like to thiidc that it is true. 

The owner of .Vxtcll- and you young people don’t remember Axtell—.\xtell was a 
trotting horse and a wonder in his day. Tlutownerof ,\xtell was very ])roud of him. 
Ho said, “ In the llrst place, the best blood of all the trotting racers is in his veins.” 
A groat trick, Doctor, to have good ancestors. And 1 want you to be careful about 
that, and then I want you to be careful also that your (.‘hildren have good ancestors. 

And the owner of Axtell said of him, “Hesides that, he is a good individual. Ho is 
well built. Ho has good muscles, good limbs, a good head, good nostrils.” 

It’s a groat thing to have a good physi((ue, to lie of comely ap])oaranco. That is 
self-evident. It is a groat thing to have a good, presentable physicpio. 

And then he said of .'\xtell, '‘He has always had good environments, good .surround¬ 
ings. Ho has never stood in the stable except with thoroughbreds, and he has never 
run in the pasture with scrubs.” 

It is a good thing to have good environments and associates. You will have more 
to say and more to do about choosing your as.sociate.s than you will your ancestors, 
but ono is cpiito as important as the other. 

'J'hon the owner put Axtell in a school. He got a trainer for him and Axtell did 
pretty well. He did as well as the other “kids”; k(;pt uj) with his clascs; but Axtell 
wouldn’t do as well as he might do, and so the ow'uer became di.s,satis(iod and took 
him out of that school and ])ut him in another school. They do that with horses. 
Hut .\xtell wouldn’t do (piite as well as ho might. He would keep up with the class 
but ho cmdd always see that ho might do better than ho was doing. Ho w-as what 
they call a loafc'r among horses. 'J'here are those. 

Finally there came a day like this day with those people wdien the school is over 
and the owner takes the lines. Axtell did pretty w-ell. I think he got second money 
at 1 mile, but he might do better. 

Until, linally, all out of patience ono day the owner ro.se in the sidky and put poor 
Axtell under the wdiip until trying to escajee the stinging of the la.sh ho made the 
hajipy discovery that ho could trot faster than ho could run. Charlie Williams 
brought him back to the stable and said that night, “He is wmrth $10,000,” but he 
sold him for $117,000. 

And Axtell was as pleased as his owner when he found out what ho could do. 

My trip out here to-day will not be lost if I impress upon you g:ood people what 
wonderful thjngs you can do when you take the lines of your own life and put your¬ 
self unmercifully under the wdiip. 

Now, they will think this is a horse story. Well, I can tell men stories from now 
till morning better than that. 

I knew a man in after life wdio at 19 years of ago was a common laborer—just as 
honorable as anything; not (|uite as desirable as some things. Ho couldn’t boast 
of any ancestry and he couldn’t boast of his own personal ajipearancc and he couldn’t 
boast of his environment; but by the premature discharge of a cannon one Fourth 
of .luly morning he lost his right hand at the wrist and his left hand at a half inch in 
front of the thumb. Nineteen vears of age. No education. Hut he realized that 
he had a job on his hands and fie startwl in to get an education. 
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He told mo that he threaded his own needle, sewetl on his own buttons, with that naked 
thumb on his left hand. He was introduced to me at Rutland, Vt., as judge. That 
was .Judge Wayne Bailey. Ho died president of a bank with many millions on deposit. 

Like Axtell', he had discovered what he could do, in spite of all the handicap, by 
putting himself unmercifully under the lash. 

Well, do you know why it is so many people are dissatisfied? We are the ficst terl, 
the best clothed, the best housed, the best educated, and the beat people on the face of 
the earth. We have mmv. comforts, far more luxuries, suffer loss privations and hard¬ 
ships than any other people, and yet dissatisfied, restless, and unhappy'. Why? 

I am going to guess in your presence that we have made a mistake with reference to the 
unit of lite’s'measure. You know if you start out to weigh anything you have got to have 
a correct measure. If you start out to measure a distance you have got to have a correct 
yardstick. If y'ou are going to measure human life you want the right standard to meas¬ 
ure with. Do you get me? And you somehow thought the only measurement there was 
was the dollar. If a man didn’t have many dollars he didn’t amount to very mmb. 
Saks said of all mankind, "T classify the lot' Those who have money and those who 
have not; just two kinds.” 1 wonder if there is anything else? Any other measure 
that is worth while? I am not going to spend much time on that, but, yyu know, ime 
troulile is that we lose sight of all this difference in aptitude. W’e don't complain be¬ 
cause one fellow has an aptitude for decorative art and another for salt mines, but 
we complain because one'man has an aptitude to make money and the other has not. 

WY are all of us glad that our civilization will produce a Thomas Edison and we are 
all unhappy because it produces a .John D. Rockefeller. Two wizards. One we are 
glad to have and the other we are sorry to have. I am not going to discuss it as to which 
did most for the world. It doesn’t matter. But I want yon to keep in mind that we 
are having perhaps the wiong standard. , ,, , 

While I was governor of Iowa I stood on the porch of one of the very humble and 
very typicial Iowa homes one day. Out in the street for more than a block the people 
stood as thick as thev could stand, and as far as I could see I could discern_men and 
women in tears. Wily? The man in the casket back of me had walked into 1-ort 
Dodge, Iowa, barefooted, when a young man. He was the first teacher in that pionwr 
town, lie married and lived there. Practiced law there. Superintended the 
schools. County surveyor. Went to the legislature. iVent to Congress, \vas gov¬ 
ernor of his State. But in no place, in no one of those po.^itions, did he show any great 

aptitude or ability, , . , -it 

He was a good teacher; not bettor than others. A ^ood surveyor. He was a com¬ 
fortable kind of a lawyer, He didn't do anything bad in the legislature. The records 
over here at the Congressional Lilirary contain no great speocdics that he made. As 
governor of Iowa ho was not even a reformer. He left his k^tate as good as he found it, 

and a half dozen of his successors couldn’t say that. . it- j. n f n 

But the point I am making is this: At no place in his long and useful life did lie fall 
below the nigh standard of a (?hristian gentleman, and I just want to leave 'Uth you 
young people this thought. I don’t know what you are going to do. I don t know 
what the world has in store for yon, but you will probably get as much out of the world 
as you put in and voii are entitled to no more. , , , ^ 

But I want von to know this: That if you perform the tasks that come to you in the 
great distiilnition of the world’s work, this thing will come to you. Something else 
will come to the others. You can’t tell how it comes. Yon will get yonr detail. 

II I was to ask the doctor here how it happened that he came here, lie wonldn t be 
able to tell me, perhaps, but it was some little cireumstance that turned his tide here 
instead of somewhere else. , , • , , j n • * 

If I would ask these ladies how they happened to meet their husbands, well, just 
some little circumstance. If I should ask them how^ it happened that they noA er met 
me, thev wouldn’t lie able to tell. I wouldn’t eiBicr. r , i , • 7 

John ilav told me once that if he had been out of his office at 5 0 clock on a given day' 
the whole current of his life would have been changed. He intended to go about 5 
o’clock. A man friend came in and said, ‘‘We have, a dinner party at onr house. OnB 
of the giie.sts can’t come. Put on vonr dress suit and come.” He did so, and there 
he met Mis.s Stone and married her with her millions. AVhat a splendid detail. 

Th(* little circumsto.nccs turn the whole current of our lives, and as the work of the 
world is lieing divided up, these different tasks come to different people. 

The thonglit I want to leai'e with von is this: That lie who performs those tasks that 
come to him, whether it be on the farm or in the kitchen, in the office or in public 
office, wlio meets these tasks and falls not below the high standard of a iTinstian gentle¬ 
man iias made succes,s in life, and success measured by that yardstick is within the 
reach—not the easy reach—but within the reach of every one 111 this school and every 
other school.

APPENDIX E. 


REGULATIONS, 

1. The academic year is divided into three terms, the first begin¬ 
ning on the last Thursday in September and closing on the 24th of 
December; the second beginning the 29th of December and closing 
the next to the last Friday in March; the third beginning on the 
following Monday and closing the Wednesday before the last 
Wednesday in June. 

2. The vacation is from the Wednesday before the last Wednesday 
in June to the last Thursday in September. 

3. There are holidays at Thanksgiving, Christmas, Washington’s 
Birthday, Easter, and Decoration Day. 

4. Pupils may visit their homes during the regular vacation period 
and on the above-named holidays, but at no other time unless for 
some special urgent reason, and then only by permission of the 
president. 

5. The bills for the maintetianco and tuition of pupils supported 
by their friends must be paid semiaivnually in advance. 

6. The charge for pay [)upils is $400 per annum. This sum covers 
all expenses in the primary department except clothing and e.xtraor- 
dinary medical attention, and all in the college except clothing, 
books, and extraordinary medical attention. 

7. All deaf-mutes of teachable age, of good mental capacity, and 
properly belonging to the District of Columbia arc received without 
charge. To students from the States and Territories, who have not 
the means of defraying all the c.xpenses of the college course, the 
board of directors renders such assistance as circumstances seem to 
require, so far as the means at its disposal will allow. 

8. It is expected that the friends of the pupils will provide them 
with clothing, and it is important that upon entering or returning 
to the institution they should be supplieii with a sullicicnt amount 
for an entire year. All clothing should be plainly marked with the 
owner’s name. The students arc required to furnish their own 
towels. 

9. All letters concerning pupils or applications for admission 
should be addressed to the president. 

10. The institution is open to visitors {hiring term time on Thurs¬ 
days only, botwceii the hours of 9 a. m. and 3 p. m. Visitors are ad¬ 
mitted to chapel service on >Sunday afternoons at 3.30 p. m. 
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
